Briefly, Tea - lin Tsing is built overa huge natural well of 
brine and ne gas, which lies some 2,500ft. below the 
surface. e way in which this huge natural treasure 
chamber (for salt is very valuable in the East) is tapped 
by guileless John does as much credit to his perse- 
verance as to his unshakeable conservatism. Heattaches 
a heavy steel weight to an ore rope of bamboo, 
and by continually dropping the weight on to the rocky 
ground froma bamboo framework, gradually pierces a 
tiny artesian well to the brine lake. 

he average well, which is only a few inches in 
diameter, takes five years to bore, and the usnal 
symptoms of success are a terrific blast of hydrogen gas 
which will speedily blow its lucky proprietor to pieces, 
an he step not smartly backward. 

The next step is to harness his newly-found property. 
The top end of the well is picrced by a large number 
of bimboo pipes, through which the gas is led off to 
the boiling vats. Meanwhile a huge stage is erected 
over the well, a“ mouth and bucket,” consisting of from 
twenty to 2285 feet of the ubiquitous hollow bamboo, is 
attached by the necessary Icngth of re to a winding 
wheel actuated by from one to four bullocks. 

A bucket of this nature will hoist some two hundred- 
weight of b. ine at a time, or about ten hundredweight 

r hour. This fluid is valued according to its colour, 
the light yellow qualities being the cheapest, and the 
black being the most prized. 

For the purpose of facilitating the deposit of the salt 
crystals, a preparation of bean juice is mixed with the 
boiting mass, 

It is calculated that this district supplies a population 
three-quarters the size of that of the United Kingdom. 
Nevertheless, the Chinese coolie pays a far higher rate 
than the British matron for his salt. This is, of course, 
thanks to the mandarins and the difficulties of carriage. 
In this way it is no uncommon thing for the price of 
the precious mineral to go up as much as twelve 
times between the factory and the consumer, the 
factory turning it out at the (for China) exceedingly 

dear rate of one halfpenny per pound. 

As it is possible for a coolie to live comfortably 
the Chinese equivalent of threepence per diem, it will be 
seen that the sixpence a pound he is frequently called 
upon to Pay for salt is in reality an iniquitous exaction, 
which would only be tolerated by the downtrodden race 
to which he belongs.

The first accounts of the existence of tortoises many 
times larger than those known in Europe are to be 


found in the writings of the 8 who visited the 
East Indies after the return of Vasco da Gama. The 
sailors who voyaged to South America in the early years 
of the sixteenth century found similar huge creatures 
in a group of islands which thoy christened accordingly 
„Galapagos, or Turtle Islands. 

The destruction of the giant tortoise began almost 
with the discovery of the islands which it inhabited, 
for the early Indiamen looked upon it a3 a rich prize. 
Whenever a vessel touched at an island to replenish its 
supply of water a number of tortoises were captured 
and brought aboard alive. The animals were rarely 
fed, for they could live months in succession without 
f And whenever the need of fresh meat was felt a 
tortoise was killed to fill the want. 

Gi nt tortoises were first exterminated, it seems, on 
the island of Reunion, during the eighteenth century, 
for they had 1 in such numbers that they had 
become a pest. islanders proceeded so systemati- 
cally in their work of destruction that the tortoises were 
completely blotted out of existence. Remnants of 
Reunion tortoises are not to be found, even in 


museums. 

The inhabitants of Rodriguez and Mauritius soon 
followed the example of Reunion. Legaut, who in 1691
